Mr. It. L. Borden cordially supported 
the proposition. Canada had experienced 
some calamities and had received gener- 
ous help from other countries.

He was glad the 
jovermnont had decided to apply $25,000 
at once to the relief of the distressed 
people of Martinique.

After confessing that he had kill- 
ed Malonoy, Lemac disappeared for 
eight years, but three months ago was 
arrested in •Montana and brought back 
to Canada for trial with the above re- 
sult.

AT ST: VINCENT. 

Sir Robert. Llewellyn Says Situation is 
Worse Than Anticipated. 

London. May 1 I. — The governor of the 
Windward Islands, Sir Robert Llewel- 
lyn, telegraphs to the colonial olllee from 
the Island of St. Vincent, under dale 
of Tuesday, May l.'i, as follows: 

"I arrived here yesterday and found 
the Mtate of affairs much, worse than had 
been stated. The administrator's reports 
show that (he country on the east coast, 
lieUveon Uobill Itock and Ceorgetown, 
was apparently struck and devastated 
in a manner similar to thai which de- 
stroyed St. Pierre, and I fear that prae- 
tielly all living things in [hat radius 
■were killed. Probably l,(i(H) persons lust 
their lives. The exaci number will nevi r 
be known. 

"Managers and owners of the estales. 
with their families, and several of the 

■better idass of people, have b killed. 

A thousand bodies have been found and 
buried. One hundred and sixty persons 
are in the hospital at Georgetown. Prob- 
ably only six of this number will rt- 
eover. 

"The details of the disaster are too 
harrowing for description. I got (lie 
«L Lucia, n coasting steamer, which Is 
running up and down the Leeward coast, 
with water and provisions. Two thou- 
sand two hundred persons have received 
relief. I have asked for officers from 
Trinidad and Grenada. All (he neigh- 
boring British colonics are assisting gen- 
erously. Every effort is being made in 
grapple with the awful calamity, 
bred sugar estates in the Cnsih 'country 
are devastated an,] the cattle dead. 

The eruption continues, but is appar- 
ently moderating. Anxiety is still felt. 
All the olllcers and residents are co-op- 
cruhng with me.

C P. N. Co. Commence Run- 
ning Weekly Service to Naas 
and Way Ports. 



Danube Returns From the North 
—Senator Arrives at 
Liverpool. 



The <J. P. N. company will commence 
today their weekly service to .Naas and 
way ports. The steamer Danube, 
which leaves tonight, carrying u large 
freight, will lie followed on Thursday 
next by the steamei Willupu, which has 
been tied up lor sonic time at the bone- 
yard in .lames hay. Thu company is al- 
so now running four trips per month to 
the West Coast, the Queen City sailing 
last night. The steamer Tees may fol- 
low the Queen City, taking the long trip 
on the '20th instant, but this has not yet 
been settled, for the Yreka Mining coni- 
panv -will postpone the shipment of their 
ore "until .lune 10, when they will hare 
a larger quantity in their ore bins just 
completed at salt water on Quatsino 
sound, than they will have by the arrival 
of the West Coast steamer at their new- 
ly constructed wharf. 

Steamer Danube arrived from the 
North yesterday, and will sail again to- 
night. She made a number of extra 
calls and was delayed over tour tides 
on the Skeena river discharging tin 
■plate for ttie canneries. Calls were made 
at Surf Inlet, on Princess Royal island, 
on the up trip, where a party of miners, 
headed by Mr. Kindlay, manager of the 
mines there, and six horses were lauded. 
The steamer went to Observatory Inlet 
to the copper property of M. K. Rogers 
on that feeder of the Naas, and landed 
some miners, and calls were made both 
at Kitimaat and Bella Coola. The 
steamer Hazelton had returned 10 Port 
Bssiugton shortly before the steamer 
left that port, bringing several passen- 
gers from the interior, including a party 
of telegraphic men, who debarked tit 
Vancouver. From Port Essingtou a 
Japanese prisoner was brought iu 
charge of a special constable, having 
been sentenced to Imprisonment for cut- 
ting another Japanese during a drunken 
brawl. 

Among the passengers who arrived on 
the Danube from Hardy Bay were 
Messrs. (Jwynii and Clarke, of the 
Yreka Copper company, which is oper- 
ating some rich properties on Quatsino 
sound, from which point they came over 
the trail to the East Coast of the Isl- 
and. With the return of the two min- 
ing men, it was learned that their horses 
had taken ill, and this had retarded the 
transportation of ore to salt water from 
the mines four miles away. They ex- 
pect to ship 8UO tons to the Tacoma 
smelter, however, by .Tune 10. There 
are now 40 men at work at the mines, 
some of whom are getting out ore from 
the mountain side, while others are build- 
ing bunk houses and completing the float- 
ing Wharf and ore bins. The company 
propose to erect an aerial tramway from 
the mines to the bunkers on the Sound, 
and if the service cannot be obtained, as 
promised from the C. 1". N. company, 
the Yreka company will charter a spe- 
cial steamer to carry their ore. There 
was some mining excitement in the vi- 
cinity of the Yreka mines recently, and 
prospectors tire at work in that district. 
Messrs. Gwynn, Clarke and Lea have 
taken over one of the recently discover- 
ed properties on their own account, their 
claims being known as the June group. 

It. II. •Swinerton and .1. Bryilon were 
among other passengers who arrived by 
the Danube. They have been inspect- 
ing the sulphur mines on the Oxtiil 
river, with which both are connected. 
The Oxtal is a tributary of the Skeena 
river and the Victorians journeyed 
from' -where they debarked from the 
steamer on the Northern river to the 
mines by the steam launch owned by Mr. 
Brydon. At the mines the work of 
grading the roadway for the tramway 
is being carried on and buildings are be- 
ing erected. The ore will then be got 
out, and it is expected that regular 
shipments of sulphur will be made to 

t)lis city by the end oi"*next month. 

On the next trip of the steamer a par- 
ty of miners will be sent north by Mr. 
S A. Singh-hurst's eompr.ny to develop 
the group of mines owned by the New 
York concern at Kitselass canyon, on 
the Skeena river. It is reported that a 

partv of tin n will go to these mines-. 

When the vessel leaves tonight, she will 
have among her passengers Capt. Fos- 
ter of this city, B. W. Powell, C. 
O'Menrn, A. O'.Menra, J. Melntyre, A. 



.1. O'Brien, II. McKeane, Mrs. McKin- 
i.on and Mrs. Turnbull. The steamer 
will also have a large cargo of general 
freight, including big shipments of tin 
plate ex ship Holy wood, now discharg- 
ing at the outer wharf, anil general can- 
nery supplies. 

Among the passengers who arrived by 
ihe Danube wore a number of Northern 
missionaries, who have come down to 
attend the convention being held at 
Vancouver. The arrivals included Rev. 
-Mr. Freeman from Skidegate, Rev. Mr. 
Jennings from Port Essingtou, Rev. Mr. 
Pierce from Kispiax, and Rev. Mr. Ra- 
iey from Kitimaat. 

An old man -who has been n resident 
iu the North for 50 years arrived by the 
Danube en route to Kamloops, to he ad- 
mitted to the Old Man's home. The old 
man, John Smith, has been resident at 
Port Simpson for soi^. time past.

SENATOR -ARRIVES. 

Tin' Old Wooden Ship Reaches Her

The British ship Senator arrived nt 
Liverpool on May 0, with a cargo, or 
more correctly, three-fourths of a cargo 
of lumber, which she loaded at the Che- 
maiiius mills over a year ago. The 
Senator has given column nfter column 
to Pacific ('oast newspapers during her 
trips to this coast, for Capt. Harrison, 
her former commander, won quite a 
record here.

THIAL BY JURY. 

A jury in Nelson seems to have come 
under the judicial lash for obstinately 
icnderiug a verdict diametrically opposed 
to the logical conclusion lo be derived 
from tice evidence adduced in court. Wn 
do not know that Mr. Justice Martin 
need have been so severe upon this par- 
ticular jury. Its action was an interest- 
ing and instructive instance of atavism 
in the institution of trial by jury. Al- 
though the rule that juries may give a 
verdict opposed to the evidence produced 
in court, is no longer a rule, still, it 
once wti«s; and 'the fact that an iuuepeu- 
tlent opinion of tho case was not merely 
incidental to, but actually ti part uf the 
institution of jury trial originally, is 
contained in the survival of the custom 
that juries must he drawn from the 
locality

-case with a blank mind, would they not 
better serve the ends of justice if drawn 
from a community entirely separate and 
distinct from that in which the offence 
took place'; In fact, if the action of a 
jury is simply a logical process by which 



CRISIS IN CHINA. 

Travelers on the Empress, of India 
bring news from China which is cer- 
tainly disquieting. The rebellion in the 
South is assuming alarming proportions, 
and the Imperial authorities seem quite 
inadequate to cope with it. It appears 
that during the recent troubles the 
troops In the South were left pretty 
much to themselves and that oppression 
of the people followed. Finally most 
of the troops joined with the insurgent 
people against a government which op- 
pressed the one and did nor pay the 
other. If there are 11!0,0<J0 rebels in 
the field most of them armed with re- 
peating rides, and all of them sustained 
by the people among whom they are 
operating, then tho disruption of the 
Chinese Empire and the deposition of 
the Jlnnchu dynasty may be said to be 
fairly in sight. There is something else 
which is in sight also, and that is the 
end of European diplomacy backed by 
European force in China. Spheres of 
iulluencc will become of singular tenuity 
in the face of four hundred million peo- 
ple willing and ready to vary the plea- 
sure of slaughtering one another with 
the delight of lighting any outsider who 
interferes with them; and the "open 
door" will be a door whose openness 
will depend entirely upon the pleasure 
of those upon the inside, not of those 
upon the outside. A Chinaman armed 
with n Mauser rille and fighting upon 
his own ground is) an individual who 
can demand respect "roiu every Euro- 
pean nation, and from all European na- 
tions put together, with the United 
States thrown in. It ia of course 
impossible to say what is going to hap- 
pen. We are too remote not merely 
from the scene but also, and more so, 
from the workings of the Oriental mind. 
But it is quite safe to predict that some- 
thing of a very startling character is 
going to happen and that without very 
great delay. The Tai Ping rebellion 
minus the Mauser and the Tai Ping 
rebellion plus the Mauser are two very 
different things. It would not be at all 
surprising if China emerged after a de- 
luge of blood, very much as France 
emerged after the revolution, a world 
power of the greatest importance. This 
could not very well occur without Japan 
and China rinding that they had a great 
many interests in common, particularly 
in resisting Russian aggression. Such 
a consummation would change ^he face 
of International politics. But it is im- 
possible to theorise. The scope of the 
action is too vast in the drama now 
opening in the Far East, for ns as yet 
to have any coherent idea of the plot.

To state these questions i* to make clear, 
that whatever trial by jury may be now, 
it was originally something more than 
a mere truth extracting machine from 
evidence produced in court. Because of 
all possible machinery for such a pur- 
pose it. is inconceivably the worst that 
could have been devised. The jury is 
really a relic of the retention by the 
people of the right to judge a man 
guilty or innocent, with a full know- 
ledge of his character, antecedents, here- 
dity, environment, provocation, extenua- 
tion, or excuse, in the light of the popu- 
lar conscience us expressed in twelve 
representative men. The effect upon 
trial by jury of the popular conscience 
is well illustrated by a story we remem- 
bered reading somewhere. An Eastern 
visitor was trying to convince an Ari- 
zona man, that Arizona was a highly 
wicked and immoral territory, compared 
with Massachusetts, from which the 
visitor himself hailed. To clinch the 
argument he cited the innumerable ac- 
quittals on the charge of murder in 
Arizona. The answer was as unexpected 
as it was decisive: "Hut them's not 
murders, them's killings." Where tho 
popular conscience is defective or un- 
developed there will the institution of 
trial by jury load to amazing results. 
But that is a ease for the awakening <>£ 
the popular conscience, not for an in- 
dictment of the institution of trial by 
jury itself. Nor is it a case for the 
arraignment of nny particular jury. Its 
members are us much limited by the cir- 
cumstances of 'their (environment, as 
the judge is by the circumstances of his: 
and the former have as high a sense of 
responsibility as the latter. Historically, 
the jury has an older and a Holder his- 
tory than the judge. The purity of our

After experimenting 1(! years, Dr. Bar- 
ton claims that he has solved the dim- 
cuity of raising and lowering an airship 
without loss of gas or ballast. 

His airship is n combination of n cigar- 
shaped baloon with car and movable 
aeroplanes.

It is divided by par- 
titions into gas-tight compartments, each 
of which contains n subsidiary spherical 
balloon tilled with air, which counteract 
changes in pressure.

Volcanos of the World— Fate of 
Pompeii la Early 
Years. 



The disaster at St. Pierre, Martinique, 
will rank as one of the worst of the kind 
iu the world's history, for its death list, 
it seems, will be in excess of the awful 
I ale of death which followed Pompeii's 
destruction, the eruntio.n of Krakatoa, 
about 20 years ago, Lisbon's fate, or 
other cataclysms of history. When 
Krakatoa "blow its head off" the noise 
was heard 2,1100 miles away und the 
greater portion of the Sumatraii island 
sank beneath the waves, causing tidal 
waves, which brought the death list up 
lo about .'10,000. and carried a Dutch 
warship up a valley about two miles in- 
land. At Lisbon between 110,000 and 
40,000 people lost their lives as a result 
of an earthquake, which occurred on 
November IS, 1705, which was follow- 
ed by tidal waves, which caused the de- 
struction of shipping, and a fire broke 
out to complete the work of death. The 
population of Pompeii when it was 
buried In lava is estimated at 120,000, 
of whom many escaped. The death list 
as a result of the disaster to Sodom and 
Comorrah, those cities of the plains, of 
whose burial in showers of lire Biblical 
history tells, is untold. 

The eruption of Krakatoa occurred on 
August 27, 18SI1, at lo a.m., and the 
greater portion of the Island of Kraka- 
toa, in the Straits of Suuda, was de- 
stroyed, while two new islands were 
created by volcanic action. Magnificent 
sunsets followed the event, and were 
witnessed all over the world. These 
sunsets, it is now hardly necessary to 
state, were caused by the impalpable 
dust and vapor particles which had been 
■jected from Krakatoa to a height of 
20 miles or more from the surface of the 
earth, and were still floating in the up- 
per air. 

The eruption caused a great seismic 
wave of the sea, which overwhelmed the 
villages on the neighboring shores, and 
drowned upwards of 30,000 persons. The 
height of the crest of this wave has been 
variously estimated, but at Telok Be- 
long, in Sumatra, the water reached 
the Residency, which 
stands on a hill 7S feet above the sea; 
and the Dutch man-of-war Berouw, an- 
chored off the coast, was carried by the 
wave up a valley nearly two miles in- 
land, and was left high and dry, more 
to 50 | than .",0 feet above tile sea level.

divisions of the world, hut their distribu- 
tion in detail is far from equable. They 
are gathered in groups or lines, nud 
Ihese nrc arranged in belts or systems, 
so that in a general way the surface of 
the earth may be classified in volcanic 
districts and non-volcanic districts. This 
classification is rendered more definite 
by including with active volcanoes till 
those which have perfect cfaters, or are 
otherwise so well preserved as to indi- 
cate somewhat recent activity. More 
than one-half the whole number consti- 
tute islands of the ocean, or occur on 
islands of moderate size, and nf the re- 
mainder by far the greater number oc- 
cur near the shores of the ocean. One 
of the principal belts surrounds the Pa- 
cific ocean. Slat-ting at the South 
Shetland islands it may he traced aiong 
I he western coast of South America, 
Central America, and North America, 
and through the Aleutian islands, Kam- 
chatka, the Ktirile islands, Japnn, For- 
mosa, the Philippines, the Moluccas, 
Solomon islands, the North Hebrides, 
Kenniidec islands, and New Zealand, to 
South Victoria Land. Within this cir- 
cuit the Ladrone, Hawaiian, Gnlpagos, 
Samonn, Tonga, and Fiji archipelagoes, 
besides many small groups, are volcanic, 

? nd with t! 1 may he classed the coral 

islands of Polynesia, which probably rest 
m great part on volcanic foundations, 
rrom tho Moluccas a branch belt ex- 
tends eastward by way of the Banda 
Islands through Java and Sumatra. The 
margins of the Atlantic are comparative- 
ly free from volcanoes, the principal ex- 
ceptions being the Antilles, off the coast 
of South America, and the Canaries, off 
tho coast of Africa. An irregular, sab- 
merged ridge traversing the Atlantic 
ocean from north to south bears the vol- 



In the geologic ages volcanoes appear 
to have been quite as abundant as now, 
and their distribution was so varied from 
period to period that it is fair to assume 
there is no part of the earth's surface 
which has not at one time fallen within 
11 volcanic district. In the United States 
there were extensive eruptions abort 
'Lake Superior in Algonkinu time. Din- 
ing and after the deposition of the New- 
ark system there were many volcanoes 
along what is now the eastern seaboard 
from Connecticut to South Carolina. In 
the Cenozoic era the mountainous re- 
gions west of the Great Plains was char- 
acterized by great volcanic activity. 



H'ENKY HOLBBOOK. 

At One Time Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works. 

The following sketch of the late Henry 
Ilolbrook, whose death was announced on 
Tuesday, is given by the Westminster 
Columbian; 

The late Hon. Henry 'Ilolbrook, who 
yeas in his 84th year, was born in Liv- 
er] tool, but came, to thw country when 
quite 11 young man, and long before the 
country was anything more 111 1 11 a Crown 
Colony, an outpost of civilization. Land- 
ing at Victoria, he resided there for two 
or three years until the site of the new 
capital on the Feasor was decided upon, 
and when the big auction sale was hchl| 
of town lots in the future city of New 
Westminster, Mr. Ilolbrook purchased a 
large lot on Columbia street and took up 
hi<s residence here. On this proporty he 
hi'ill 11 stone block in which he opened 
up 11 wholesale liquor, grocery and dry- 
goods business and which building sur- 
vived main' changes till wiped out in the 
big lire ol September, 1898. He also built 
the first wharf in (his city, known us 
the Liverpool wharf, just west of the 
foot of McKenzie street, and here sailing 
ships discharged the cargoes which they 
had brought round the Horn from the old 
land. Subsequently this wharf was burn- 
ed, and Mr. Ilolbrook built a larger 
wharf, on the site of the present city 
market. This was the touching point of 
the steamers running from Victoria to 
Hope and Yale until tho business went 
into the control of the C. 'P. N. Co. In 
1S72 Mr. Ilolbrook acquired the then 



deserted barracks, ollices, store rooms, 
etc., of the Hoyal Engineers at Sapper- 
tun, and commenced the operation of a 
salmon cannery, which was subsequently 
sold to the late Jas. Laidlaw, and oper- 
ated unuil destroyed by fire several years 
later.

He was elected 
to the old (Legislative Assembly as repre- 
senting Douglas and Lillooet and as

Railway Bills Discussed 
in Committee. 



Legislative Chamber, May 14, 1002. 

Uev. Joseph McCoy, XI. A., offered 
prayer. 

Mr. Curtis asked for the correspond- 
ence connected with the appointment of 
Fra^ik Walker as police commissioner 
at .'Rowland; .also correspoiideneje re 
the Beamish case. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts said there was no 
correspondence regarding the appoint- 
ment of 'Frank Walker. The papers re 
the Beamish case would be brought 
down. 

The Mouse went into committee on the 
bill lo amend the Vancouver and West- 
minster Railway Company's -Vet. Mr, 
Mu-.phy in the chair. 

The amendment sought is to extend 
the time for beginning construction to 
one year from the 151st of August, 11)02. 

Mr. Curtis moved the following as n 
new section: 

"The mortgage bonds, debentures or 
securities issued by tic company shall 
not in the aggregate exceed the fair 
cost price of the whole of the company's 
corporeal property, when its undertaking 
is completed ready for operation," 

This was defeated. 

Mr. Curtis moved to add n new sec- 
tion restricting the company's bonding 
powers to $25.00(1 per mile. 

This was also defeated. 

Mr. Curtis moved, that the company 
shall not have t ho ritrh t to purchase, 
lease or use any lands belonging to the 
province until it has entered into n con- 
tract with the Lieutennnt-ftovernor-iu- 
Uouncil, with respect to such right, nnd 
upon such terms as to the employment 
of labor as the tliientenant-Governor-in- 
Council may prescribe. 

He look occasion to remark, in sup- 
port of his proposal, that the section was 
designed to prevent the employment of 
Oriental labor. Continuing, he attacked 
the ('. I*. R. and the 'government until 
called to order by the chairman. 

Mr. Hunter opposed the amendment, 
as well as aTl Mr. Curtis' amendments, 
ns they were merely placing obstacles 
in the way of railway construction. 

Hon. Mr. Prentice' pointed out that 
the proposed amendment would give al- 
most unlimited powers to tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in Council. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts called attention to 
the fact that a resolution exactly in line 
with Mr. Curtis' amendment had been 
adopted by the House, on the initiative 
of the government, in the session of 1000. 
Mr. Curtis, in bringing in his amend- 
ment, was parading in borrowed plum- 
age. Tho government had announced 
this session that they intended to bring 
down a bill to deal with this very sub- 
ject. 

In answer to Mr. McBride, the Hon. 
the Attorney-General read the report of 
the Minister of .Tustiec on the disallow- 
ance of bills containing the anti-alien 
labor clause. He believed unless those 
clauses were eliminated from the bills 
they would be disallowed. He read n 
despatch from tho Under Secretary of 
State relating to tho proposeil disallow- 
ance. He again assured the House that 
he intended to bring in a bill dealing 
with the whole question before the end 
of the session. With reference to the 
report of Hon. David Mills to the Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, he hud not 
brought down, and could not. as he had 
never received it. He had explained this 
matter fully on two or three occasions. 

The amendment was carried. 

Hon. 'Mr. Eberts moved to strike out 
clause :!, prohibiting the employment of 
aliens during construction, on the ground 
that its presence in the bill would insure 
ils disallowance at Ottawa. 

Mr. Tatlow and Mr. Curtis opposed 
ihe motion, asserting, despite his assur- 
ances and explanations to the contrary, 
lhat the Hon. the Attorney-! leneral was 
suppressing a portion of the disallow- 
ance correspondence, 

.Mr. Garden protested against the bill 
being jeopardized by tho clause being re- 
tained. Me was as much opposed to 
Asiatic labor as any member .of the 
House, however, if the government un- 
dertook to bring in a bill dealing with all 
tho acts containing similar clauses, he 
had no objection to its standing. 

The committee then rose and reported 
progress, with leave to sit again.

SOLDI ICRS' MIXING CLAIMS.

Whereas by the Canadian Contin- 
gent Exemption Act, 1000, and Anveiid- 
ii.g Act, 1901, provision was made to 
protect the mining properties of those 
who left British Columbia to servo in 
the forces in South Africa;

A Simn'.ti 'lis Bluze For the Corona- 
tion. 

From London Dailj Mail. 

On coronation night, at a pre-arranged 
signal, rj.">,<«M> rockets will scream into 
the air from 2,;>lJ0 points scattered 
throughout the lengi.li and breadth of the 
country. 

There arc to be 2,500 bonfires on high 
hills on thai night, and Cnuon Rnwnslcy, 
Viscount Cranborne and the other pro- 
moters of the coronation boufire project 
are issuing vouchers which local com- 
mittees can present to Messrs. James 
l'ain, the King's pyrotechnists, and with 
which they can obtain the fireworks on 
special terms. 

The total cost of the fireworks pro- 
posed will not exceed £10 for each bon- 
fire centre, and this will bring them 
•within the reach of each small district 
council or committee. An extra reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent, will be allowed to 
all who place their orders before June 
1. 

It will bo a striking sight, for fifty 
rockets are to be sent up at each bon- 
ifire, and there will thus shoot into the 
air a chain of lire all round the British 
Isles. 

"Seventy towns have already sent in 
their orders." said Mr. , lames Tain yes- 
terday. "The larger towns will average 
£7011 "to £SU<> on fireworks and £1,500 to 
£-1.00(1 on illuminations and decorations.
